Sleep cliffs surrounded this fort on 
every side and tiie only entrance to the 
higher ground was guarded by a stock¬ 
ade witl) a line of entrenchmeiits be¬ 
hind it Captain I.,awton sent Serg ant 
McMalvin and 20 men to elhnl) the elitt 
and attack the fort in the rear. Ser¬ 
geant McMahon’s pa,rty accomplished 
tlipir task after three hours’ arduoits 
climbing through the'thick under¬ 
growth, of brush and vines t hat covered 
the ahnost perpendicUlaf cliff, @ . 

They took the enemy by surprise and 
drove tliem from tbe fort, As the in¬ 
surgents escaped they had to pass the 
balance of Captain Lawton’s company 
at a. distance of 160 yards. Here the 
enemy suffered terrible lo-sses. 

The insxirgents defended Ihemselyes 
with both cannon and rjlie's. The can- 
.pon were captured, the sm.aller ones 
being removed while the larger ones 
were buried. 

Captain Lawton, in his report, makes 
special mention for bravery of Ser¬ 
geants List and McMalion,
